might adjust their maritime interests care should be exercised 
that neutral passenger-carrying ships should not be subjected to 
unwarned torpedo attacks.

with the claim of being a dentist can 
practice that profession In Chile. The 
government sees to It that any one 
ivho is to look after tbe health and 
preservation of the teeth of lt» people 
must first demonstrate hia qualifica- 
tions. 


The law provide* that before «. li- 


cense may be granted a foreigner to 
practice dcndotrv in the country the 
applicant must secnre permission from 
the rector of the University of Chile to 
take the examination His foreign dl , 
ploma, duly certified and authenticat- 
ed, jurist to attached to the permit, and 
a fee of BOO pesos (about $75 hi United 
States monay) must be deposited for 
the license in the office of tne secre 
tary of the university If the applicant 
passes the examination successfully the 
license is issued, and he Is authorized 
to open his office for business. 


Any applicant "Who holds a dental 


diploma from a school not known. 01 
recognized by the Chilean authorities 
is required to complete the third year's 
work of the dental department of the 
University of Chile and must also pass 
a satisfactory examination, before he 
can_ obtain a license to practice —Pan 
American Bulletin
